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VICTOR EMANUEL, 
KING OF SARDINIA, 


Tue father of the present King of Sardinia, Charles Albert, 
fell a victim to the purest and loftiest aspirations after free 
institutions ; and, however he may be derided by the short- 
sighted politicians of a despotic faction, he will enjoy immortal 
honour in ages yet unborn. It was he who plucked down the 
promethean fire which gave enslaved multitudes an insight into 
the causes of their oppression, and assisted in subverting them ; 
and though, to follow out the simile, he was chained to the 
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rock of despair, and tortured by the demon of ill success, yet 
he could anticipate the time when his great services would be 
acknowledged by the millions he had benefited. The present 
King, ascending the throne in the midst of many reverses, 
could only act a part of extreme caution ; and this he has done, 
with, however, no want of spirit and firmness ; and so far his 
proceedings have yielded universal satisfaction, not only in his 
own country, but throughout the Continent. ‘As, however, he 
is not only brave, but full of generous impulse’, there can be 
no doubt that he is regarded by certain autocraties with doubt 
almost amounting to dread, and this feeling is fostered by the 
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antiquated and supercilious noblesse of his country. That he 
will disregard all this surveillance we doubt not, and in sus- 
taining liberal ideas he will have the advantage of doing so in 
conformity with principles of order, 

We cannot help thinking that Victor Emanuel, in despite of 
his youth and inexperience, was not sufficiently trusted at the 
period of the ‘‘closed”’ armistice with Austria on Oct. 22, 1848; 
and that the “ Italian League,’’ as it was called (a political 
faction existing in Turin), was permitted to sway Charles 
Albert to his ruin. Yet many were the warnings held out. 
Ata later period, namely, Dec. 19, of the same year, we find 
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that the affairs of Sardinia were in a most involved state, and 
that all independent action on the part of the late King was 
frustrated by the Ultra-Liberal party. From this m ment the 
“Italian League’? became all-powerful, and precipitated the 
fatal results which ensued. ‘he subsequent abdication of 
Charles Albert in favour of Victor Emanuel, and the death of 
the former, broken down in health and spirit, are too well 
known to need any immediate comment.

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MRS, CHISHOLM ON COLONIZATION.* 

Wz briefly alluded last week to one of Mrs. Chisholm’s group 
Meetings, and we return now to the subject of emigration with 
the assistance of her eloquent letter. She has here described 
the ‘“‘ Emigrants’ Home,”’ an establishment she has opened 
next to her own residence, as the seed, if we may use the term, 
of future more extended operations. Her view is to carry out 
the idea we have so often insisted upon as of main importance, 
the indoctrinating of emigrants into the state of that society of 
which they are about to become a part. She purposes to have 
“arranged in a room original letters when they can be procured, 
colonial papers, &e. :— 

‘\ [ will then invite families and persons anxious to emigrate to 
meet here on the evenings of the first and third Saturday of every 
month, at seven p.m., where they may quietly talk over the matter, 
Peruse the various letters, papers, &c., laid before them, or hear 
them read and explained. In commencing this first group mect- 
ing, which will be on the 13th of April, I have been kindly promised 
the valuable assistance of a highly intelligent Australian matron 
now in London, and who had been four-and-twenty years in the 
Colonies, having branches of her family respectably settled both in 

ew South Wales and Port Phillip, and to which colonies she pur- 
Poses shortly to return. Several gentlemen, feeling a benevolent 
terest in colonization, have also kindly consented to favour the 
Meeting with their presence. When parties have thus satisfied 
their minds, and resolved to emigrate, then they may be enrolled 
Mto groups, and their ‘references’ entered into a roll-book, and 
to which each may have access. Here the first link may be formed 
Of an acquaintance which may be cemented by friendship by the 
time they arrive at the antipodes. Here they might make arrange- 
Ments for their mutual comfort and advantage; their wives and 
children would be there; a lively sympathy would be created ; 

Onourable feelings would be awakened; the pride of English- 
men would be roused; men would feel as men; mothers would 

9ok with pride upon their children; that gaunt figure that haunts 
the Poor man’s door, pauperism, would at these meetings be shut 
Out. Parents and husbands would feel, not with shame, bué with 
*nourable pride, the position they stood in—that a benevolent 
Public was ready to co-operate with them, and thought them wor- 
thy to be entrusted with the means to transplant themselves and 
eir children to a land where they hoped soon to be enabled, by 
their industry and frugality, to repay the advances made to them.

this nature, feel the sacred influence of the God of charity.’ 


Mrs. Chisholm does not fail to insist on the need of providing 


protection for young women, and the plan which she proposes 
appears admirably adapted to that end, She purposes that in 
villages, districts, and towns, group meetings should be 
assembled, and parties ranked and associated into that family 
order in which they will have to live during the passage out. 
Perhaps her own words will best express the certaim other 
hopes with which she entertains this plan:— 

‘‘Indeed, I deem the group system almost essential to the suc- 
cess of such a plan as the one suggested; it places a man ina 
different position with his fellow-men. He enters a sort of an 
association ; it brings him acquainted with a body of his fellow- 
ereatures with whom he was unacquainted before ; it raises him in 
his own estimation, and he feels that, if he tried to evade paying 
the debt contracted as a loan, he might be branded by his late 
associates, and shunned as a man unworthy the friendship of his 
late fellow-companions. He would feel within himself the con- 
viction that he would be looked upon as a man that was detaining 
unjustly the morey which justly belonged to the poor and strug- 
gling families at home, perhaps some of them his own relatives, to 
whom this money would be relent were he to pay itas he ought, 
There is a eode of honour, a sort of manly pride, amongst the 
industrious and working classes, that carries more weight with it 
at times than a court of law. It must not, too, be overlooked 
that, as each member of a group will have to pay his share of the 
fees due by any of its defaulters, this will brand such defaulters 
more deeply, and give additional security to the society. If, for 
instance, a group consisted of twenty-one persons, and that one 
became a defaulter, each would have to pay a seapence for his dis- 
honesty; the insignificancy of the amount would only make his 
delinquency the more pointed. I cannot believe, then, that our 
people are so fallen in honesty and in feeling as to brave the guilt 
and the shame of all this. ‘To show how this grouping system may 
work, I shall here mention a case of a respectable mechanic at 
Lambeth who has a wife, two adult children, and two under ten 
years of age. He knew of no famities in his own locality that 
wished to emigrate, and he was therefore concerned at not being 
able to join a group, for he could pay £40 towards the passage of 
his family; on his informing me of this. TI directed him to call on a 
certain evening at my residence, when I offered to place him in 
communication with a group. The result has been, and as I cal- 
culated, very satisfactory; an acquaintance was formed, when 
they satisfied each other agreeable to Rule 20, as to ‘ yeferences, 
and they are now on intimate terms and members of the same 
group.” 

It is important to know that this grouping system has 
already been in operation under Mrs, Chisholm’s direction for 
the last two years. During that time she has beemin the habit 
of assembling emigrant families at her residence, making them 
acquainted with each other, and often placing under their 
charge single females proceeding to the colonies. And, in 
truth, this system of organization appears 80 simple and 0) 
efficacious, that one cannot doubt of its general adoption, for 
we look in vain for another so good, 
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We refer our readers to a letter in another column, in which 
the writer suggests the erection of a monument to the memory 
of the late Queen Adelaide. We perfectly agree with him that 
some national testimonial in commemoration of her exalted virtues 
and her munificent benevolence ought to be immediately proposed. 
Our only surprise is that the idea has not been promulgated and 
acted upon before, as little doubt ean exist that the moment a 
public appeal is made for such a purpose it will be eagerly 
responded to by all respectable classes. For ourselves, We shall 
be happy to promote the object by all the means in our power; 
and, as our correspondent suggests, we trust ere long to see 4 
ladies’ committee for so laudable an undertaking in active and 
vigorous operation. They need not fear any lack of support.

all persons under the age of fifteen who are accused of offences of a minor 
character. ‘I'he reformation of such offenders was proposed to be provided 
for, and powers for the establishment of industrial schools were included in 
the bill. Sir George Grey opposed the bill, which. he said, would in practice 
be found entirely inoperative. Mr. M. Milnes, who endeavoured for a long 
time to obtain a hearing amid cries of “ Spoke, spoke," and “ Divide, and 
in whose favour the Speaker interfered in vain, rose and sat down three or 
four times, and at last announced that he would not go to a division.

Rash construction of motives must stand rebuked before 
the minutes by Mr. Rowland Hill, just published, on Sunday labour 
in the Post-office. When Mr. Hill’s minute respecting the new 
arrangement of last autumn was first issued, it was uncharitably 
suggested that the saving of Sunday labour was a mere pretext; 
but from these new documents it is quite evident that the professed 
object was also the real one. 


A letter from St. Petersburg states that the caravan 
which transports the gold extracted in ‘the mountains. of the Altai 
had arrived in that capital. It brought 1172 kilogrammes, equi- 
valent in value to 25,300,000f Out of this quantity 5000 kilo- 

rammes came from the mines of Siberia. The number of mines 
in the chain of the mountains of Altai is 80; in Hastern Siberia there 
are 54. The above is the second caravan that has arrived since the 
winter set in. 


The Elgin Courier says thatit is currently reported there that 
the Duke of Richmond is to make an abatement of rent to his 
tenants this year, to the extent of twenty-five per cent. 


The Journal de Constantinople mentions that the pro-« 
posed Industrial Exhibition in London has excited much interest 


in Turkey, and that some of the productions peculiar to that 
country may be expected. 


A new experiment has just been tried by the Perimont 
Seyssel Company. It is an improvement upon the system of 
asphalte causeways, The discovery of which we speak consists in 
the application, in its cold state, without melting it, of the asphalte 
extracted from the mines of Seyssel. ‘The system is simple. The 
asphalte rock is broken roughly in pieces about the size of a 
walnut, then it is lightly dippedin mineral tar oil, which renders 
it glutinous, In this state it is carried to the spot; a workman 
spreads it and piles it down: it is then ready for circulation, car- 
riages pass over it, when it becomes instantly an elastic and soft 
Parereue resembling a thick piece of leather spread upon a hard 
soil. 


The new Ionian Parliament is actuated by a very unsatis- 
factory spirit towards the Government. It is composed of about 
two-thirds Radicals, including the President, so that Sir H. Ward’s 
office has become a very delicate and critical one. 


Mr. Bain, the inventor of the electro-chemical telegraph, 
which is now established on various lines in the United States, to

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


A Gauuant Venrure.—Last week two eight-oared 
out-riggers fouled each other near Iffley-lock (says the Oxford 
Chronicle), when both boats were upset, and their crews, consisting 
of eighteen persons, were thrown into the water, which was very 
high, and running rapidly at the time. Three of these could not 
swim, and were saved by Mr. Hamber, of Oriel, who was in one of 
the boats, and swam to their aid, and with great presence of mind, 
and with almost superhuman strength and tact, brought them all 
three safely to land. 


Faun From THE GALLERY oF Drury-LANE THEATRE. 
On Saturday evening last the numerous persons who had gone to 
witness the performance at Drury-lane ‘Theatre were, shortly 
before the rising of the curtain, most painfully excited, in con- 
Sequence of the following fearful accident :—It appears that a man 
in the dress of a baker, rather inebriated, paid for admission to the 
upper gallery of the theatre. ‘ihe moment he entered the place 
he ran down towards the front seats in the gallery; when near the 
bottom he became unable to stop himself, and the consequence 
was, that he rolled to the handrail in front, and fell completely 
over the front of the gallery. Fortunately the lower gallery 
Projects considerably under the one above it, so that the unfortu- 
nate man fell therein. Had it not been for this, the man must 
have fallen into the pit and been dashed to death, As it was he 
was so much injured that he was obliged to be carried on a 
Stretcher to King’s College Hospital. Another very fortunate 
circumstance was, that no one was in that part of the lower gallery 
where the man fell, so that no other persons were injured by his 
falling upon them. 


Exrraorprnary Rror at CARDIGAN.—CEFFYL PREN. 
Last week another of those truly disgraceful exhibitions called a 
Ceffyl Pren took place in the village of St. Dogmells. A large 
mob of people of the lowest classes, consisting of about five hun- 
dred persons, collected in the village of St. Dogmells, from which 
place, after a man had mounted the wooden horse and addressed a 
ong speech of a most infamous description to the mob, in the 
hearing of women and children, the entire concourse walked to 
Cardigan with the wooden horse and its rider, a great number of 
people in the mob carrying lighted torches, and yelling and shout- 
ing like madmen. ‘The district constable of that part of Pembroke- 
shire, William Allen, had received directions from the magistrates 
of that county to endeavour to disperse the mob, as they are deter- 
mined to suppress entirely such illegal assemblages, Allen accord- 
ingly got together as many of the parish constables as possible to 
assist him, but he found his force much too weak to contend with 
so large a mob; he, therefore, followed the people from St. Dog- 
mells to Cardigan, carefully keeping sight of the man who rode the 
wooden horse all the time, as he appeared the leader of the mob; 
and, finally, this man was, after a violent struggle and injury to the 
constables, apprehended and committed for trial. 


Dears or A Femate at Liverroon.—On Saturday 
last Catherine Gibbons, an aged female, who came a passenger In 
the Britannia steamer, was killed under the following circum. 
stances :—The deceased was on the deck while the vessel was being 
brought into the Clarence-dock, and very imprudently sat down on 
the coil of a hawser, When the vessel began to move the hawser 
tightened, and the deceased was unable to extricate herself from it. 
One of her legs became entangled, and, though immediate assist- 
ance was rendered, she was not extrica'ed until her foot was torn 
off. She died the same day at the Northern Hospital. Verdict,

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KATHARINE HOWARD. 


“ All my fond love thus do I blow : 
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Yield up, O love, thy crown and wi! 
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Romance has attached a fas- 
cination to the name of Howard, 
and associated it in our remem- 
brance with many a tale of tra- 
gic interest, anxious sympathy, 
or indignant censure, and these 
feelings become mingled, and 
the latter gradually softened, 
as we contemplate the melan- 
choly career of one of the young 
and gifted daughters of that 
illustrious house. The father 
of Katharine, Lord Edmund 
Howard, was a brother of the 
Duke of Norfolk, and a distin- 
guished commander at the bat- 
tle of Flodden; but while yet 
a child she was not only de- 
prived of the watchful guid- 
ance of a mother, but placed 
under the care of unprincipled 
persons, and became a neglect- 
ed dependent in the household 
ofthe Duchess of Norfolk. This 
lady was so culpably unmindful 
of the duties she owed to her 
young relative as to permit her 
to be the associate, day and 
night, of the profligate waiting- 
women who crowded the courts 
of the noble establishment, and 
to their evil example and pol- 
luting influence may all the fu- 
ture misfortunes of the hapless 
lady be traced. ‘‘ The career of 
Katharine Howard,” says Miss 
Strickland, ‘ affords a grand 
moral lesson, a lesson better 

calculated to illustrate the va- 
nity of female ambition and the 
fatal steps of the first unguard- 
ed path in guilt than all the 
warning essays that have ever 
been written on these sub- 
jects,” 

Although the subject of her 
royal husband, the lineage of 
Katharine was in some re- 
spects not inferior to his own. 
Through her royal ancestress, 
Queen Adelicia, she was the 
descendant of the imperial race 
of Charlemagne. But not 
‘all the noble blood of all the 
Howards” could preserve their descendant from the contami- 
nating influence of the society in which her youth was passed, and, 
before her marriage with the King, Katharine is said to have 
encouraged more than one devoted lover. Of these Francis Der- 
ham, one of her uncle the Duke of Norfolk’s household, and allied 
to her in blood, aspired to her hand, and Katharine, who appears 
to have been kept without money by the duchess, received from 
him many little articles of dress and ornament which she was unable 
to gratify herself with in any other way. Derham gradually won 
upon her affections by thus ministering to the privations of female 
vanity, and it is said that they were privately married. When this 
intelligence reached the Duchess of Norfolk she became so much 
enraged as to vent her indignation in blows on the culpable young 
lady; and Derham, but for fleeing to Ireland, would, doubtless, have 
paid the forfeit of his life for thus audaciously connecting himself 
with the noblest family in England. Too late was Katharine placed 
under a salutary restraint, which lasted until her appearance at 
court, a few months afer the merriage of Henry with Anne of 
Cleves, when that Queen’s foreign attendants were superseded by 
some of the noble ladies of the court. Katharine was but eighteen 
when she became maid of hononr, and must have offered a striking 
contrast to the lady whom she attended; for she was, though 
graceful, so extremely small that she is spoken of as ‘a very little 
girl.” The youthful beauty behaved with great propriety when 
the King honoured her with his capricious attentions; and Henry 
afterwards declared that it was her maidenly modesty and 
behaviour which first captivated him. No opportunity of retreat- 
ing from the perilous situation in which she was about to place 
herself was permitted; for her family, elated at the prospect of 
her elevation, harassed and intimidated her with entreaties and 
commands, which she had not at her age moral courage to with- 
stand, The public announcement of the divorce was followed by 
a petition from the time-serving Parliament that Henry would, 
for the good of his people, venture on a fifth marriage. Accord- 
ingly his nuptials with Katharine were privately solemnized, and 
on the 8th of August, 1540, Katharine Howard was introduced by 
Henry at Hampton Court as his Queen. As Katharine was first 
cousin to Anne Boleyn, their marriage required a dispensation 
from the Pope; but, as Henry had lately assumed the title of head 
of the church, this ceremony was not thought requisite. 


At the time of the marriage the royal finances were at a very 
low ebb, in consequence of the enormous outlay when Anne of 
Cleves arrived in England, and the gifts and settlements which 
followed, Henry could, therefore, neither afford to give his new 
otide either a public bridal or a coronation; but he gave her as 
much of his society as he could possibly spare from the duties of 
royal etiquette and Business, and paid her the compliment of 
causing a gold medailioh*to be struck in commemoration. of their 
marriage, bearing the royal arms Offingland, flanked with H. R., 
and surmounte the regal diadem. On the reverse is a rose 
crowned, in al to the bride, flanked by the initials K. R., 
with the following egend in Latin:—‘* Henry VIII. shining, with 
his rose without thorn.’’

who suffered at the same time the punishment justly due to the 
offences of an infamous life, did not share in the sympathy which 
was universally felt for her young and beautiful mistress, who met 
her death with meekness and resignation. The scaffold was 
erected within the Tower, on the space before the Church of 
St. Peter ad Vincula, and its site may still be traced by the stains 
of blood on the flints. ‘Thus perished, in the eighteenth 
month of her marriage and the flower of her age, Queen Katharine 
Howard, the fifth wife of Henry VIII., and the second of whom he 
had rid himself in this unscrupulous manner,” Her body was

infinite variety and harmony of colour with which nature 
clothes the external world. Every one must inevitably and 
unconsciously partake of this knowledge and gratification ; yet 
both might be extended materially by a little direct attention 
to the subject. Form, number, magnitude, sound, and many 
other of the general phenomena of nature are also, to a certain 
extent, acquired inevitably by the most uninstructed; but in 
these it is thought desirable to carry on the chance lessons of 
nature by more direct instruction ; arithmetic, geometry, music, 
and other branches of knowledge are, therefore, generally pur- 
sued; colour alone is left to take its chance without further 
instruction. We do not here allude to the optical laws of 
colour, but to the naming, composition, and, above all, the 
harmonious combination of colours, which are far less compli- 
cated than the first rules of arithmetic, The delight taken by 
very young children in colours proves that the subject could 
be introduced as a branch of instruction at a very early age; 
and the few instructors who have tried it can vouch for the 
effect a few well-directed lessons produce on the general powers 
of observation, and the easy acquirement of other subjects. 

We are led into these remarks by the inspection of ‘* Amuse- 
ments in Colour,” which consist of a box containing a number 
of triangular coloured cards, the halves of two-inch squares, of 
twelve different colours, with which an infinite variety of 
coloured patterns and ornaments can be made up. Many 
coloured diagrams are given to show the manner of using the 
pieces most advantageously, The simplicity of the forms, and 
with the love that children have for bright colours, combine to 
make this an entertaining and instructive toy, while it also 
appears calculated to illustrate the elementary laws of colour 
for persons of all ages.

Some of Mr. Irving’s brothers had greatly distinguished them- 
selves for literary taste while their younger brother was yet a child,

way in the world. Mr. Irving’s reputation has most satisfactorily 
established the wisdom of his choice. =e 

‘As it is not our aim to be Mr. Irving’s biographer, we will proceed 


no further in the narrative than briefly relate those things having a 


pearing on the accompanying engraving, — 

While Mr. Irving was receiving many distinguished hospitalities 
from the noble and wealthy of England, his countrymen accused 
him of a desire to forget his native country. This, however, was so 
foreign to the truth that he at once refuted the idea. The conse- 
quence was that many patriotic persons of influence and standing 
in New York, seeing the controlling power his genius and worth 
would have in imparting a higher tone to society, determined 
-o invite his return, and to bestow on him public honours. These 
were heralded by a public dinner. The Legislature of the State of 
New York, in a subsequent session, voted him the sum of 10,000 
dollars for the privilege of abridging his ‘‘ History of Columbus,” 
in order that it might be used as a reading-book in the district 
or primary schools of the commonwealth. 

It was the receipt of this sum which ‘induced Mr. Irviug to 
think of preparing himself a home wherein he could enjoy the 
decline of life; and for that purpose he invested a part of it in the 
purchase of a small tract of land on the Hudson river, about twenty- 
six miles from New York city, and not far from the ever-to-be- 
remembered Sleepy Hollow, The neighbourhood was identified 
with Mr. Irving’s schoolboy days, and, as the springtime of life is 
full of agreeable reminiscences, the appropriate term of Sunny 
Side has been given to the building, although Mr. Harvey had 
previously bestowed on it the title of Van Tassel, from the former 
residence having been the abode for many generations of the Dutch 
family of that name, and which Mr. Irving had made classic when 
he created the heroine of one of his tales, and bestowed upon her 
the euphonious title of Katerina Van Tassel. 

Mr. Irving did not long enjoy the retirement of his new home, 
for within four years after its completion he was called upon to 
represent the United States at the Court of Madrid, Three years 
since he resigned his public office as Minister and returned to 
Sunny Side, where he is now residing. 

There is, perhaps, no writer of the present day who ig so popular 
as Mr. Irving in his own country. As an evidence of this, villages 
and towns, steam-boats and ships, are continually being named in 
honour of him, and his society and opinions are universally 
esteemed,

years he became an orphan. Tfe was educated at Charleston Col- 
liege, where he distinguished himself among his fellow-students in 
yarious branches of science, but particularly in mathematical 
studies. Ie early proved himself a skilful surveyor and engineer, 
and was associated with Mr, Nicollet, a member of the Trench 
Institute, in his great hydrographic survey of the basin of the Mis- 
sissippi River. By his abilities displayed in this important service 
he attracted the notice of General Jackson, the then President of 
the Republic, who gave him a commission in the corps of Topo- 
eraphical Mngineers—a scientific corps that holds the highest rank 
in the American army. 

Insicad of seeking a comfortable berth, by beiag employed on 
some survey in the settled and cultivated parts of the country, 
where he might enjoy the luxuries of society and civilization, he 
now struck out a new path, in which he would be completely cut 
off from all these privileges. He selected as his theatre the vast 
and hitherto unknown region which for one shilling is now brought 
before all who have the curiosity to see and admire the wonderful 
and beautiful works of nature. 

Among the first who crossed the Rocky Mountains was a Scotch 
baronet, Sir William Drummond Stewart, where amony the moun- 
tains he discovered a lake, now called ‘¢Steward’s Lake.”

No, 65, ‘Joan of Are,’ is the most striking, The poor 
girl is in prison, cast for death; beside her lies a suit of armour, 
placed there, it is believed, for the purpose of exciting her mind, and 
rendering the passage from time to eternity all the more painful! 
The painting, as a whole, is very effective ; nothing could be better 
represented than the reeking dungeon, with its miserable truckle- 
bed and damp rotten straw. ‘The attitude of the figure is graceful 
and natural, but the face wants expression, and is deficient of that 
beauty which all contemporary history attests as one of the charac- 
teristics of that extraord.nary female. 

Mr. Robert Carrick by his former works gave great promise that 
he would ultimately rank among our best water-colour painters 
and we are glad to find in his large work this year a very marked 
improvement. His former works, although always ‘carefully 
drawn and boldly coloured, were too sketchy and slight; but 
in his picture this year, No. 104, ‘ Highland Emigrants,’ he has 
carefully avoided all such flippancy of execution, and produced 
a work that will rank with any in the exhibition, both on account 
of the sentiment it embodies and the masterly style of its treatment. 
A family is represented on the morning of their departure from 
their native and beautiful country; with a heavy heart we see 
them preparing to leave the land of their fathers, the land that 
the poet has told us ‘is sacred to freedom and love,” but is every 
year becoming more sacred to the ‘fred deer,”’ and forcing its 
“bold peasantry’ to quit its shores, for which their fathers have 
(many of them) shed their best blood. The incidents in this 
clever picture are so suggestive that it would require a volume 
to describe it fully; and it is a great compliment to the talent 
of the artist that he has made the subject tell its own story,
